ter affiliations with 'the parent organi- 
zation.

HELPING MOTHERS 


The state assistance rendered to 


widows with dependent children has 
done a vast amount of good in pre- 
venting ihe separation of mothers 
and children and the sending of the 
latter to state or other charitable 
institutions. 
A bill now before the 


legislature has for its 
aim the 


bringing of financial relief to.needy 
mothers during the period of ma- 
ternity. 
Whether the funds come 


from a state appropriation or the 
bounties of charity, as proposed, it 
is important 
that 
such 
mothers 


should receive all necessary assis- 
tance 
at this period 
so vital to 


themselves and their offspring. 


In textile cities, there are many 


mothers who work in the factories 
in an effort to support their fami- 
lies. 
Very often they continue at 


work when they are not physically 
fit, merely through a desire to have 
enough to tide them over the pe- 
riod of idleness and to meet their 
necessary expenses. 
Any measure 


to prevent the abuse of mothers 
under such conditions and to aid 
them financially where 
necessary 


should be welcomed as in the in- 
terest of humanity and the ultimate 
public good.

Sergt. Hart served with Co. I of the 


167th infantry In Prance alter being 
transferred from several units and his 
experiences in Germany and France 
have been most interesting. 
. To so back to the beginning — Seret. 
Hart enlisted In Co. K of the old Sixth 
Regiment 
in 1911 — at 'a time . when 


Germans arid their preparations were 
not matters of deep American concern. 
When the world war broke out In 1917 
Hart responded and 
went 
to New 


Hampshire 
with 
Co. K 
to guard 


bridges. Early in April he returned to 
this city, for a recruiting campaign for 
the regiment: and took to Camp Dar- 
ling, Pramingham. the first bunch of 
recruits that the Sixth Regiment gath- 
ered for the big conflict- There were 
65 in that bunch. 


In company with Lieut. Master, Ser- 


geant Hart trained these recruits and 
took part in many a recruiting cam- 
paign later. From 
Framingham he 


went to Westfleld with his unit and 
then to Charlotte, N. C., as an instruc- 
tor. 
After several months' duty here 


he was transferred to Camp Wads- 
Worth, Spartansburg, S. C,, where the 
Fourth 'Pioneers were formed. 


At this time he was given an oppor- 


tunity to «nt«r the officer*' 
training 


ichool at Camp Sevier, S. C. H« en- 
tered the camp in May, 1918. but .the 
followlnc month was Injured and com- 
pelled to remain in the hospital until 
July. 
Then he .went back to Wads- 


worth, lacking a commission 
purely 


through hard luck. 


Ho was assigned to handle the draft 


men coming to this camp from Minne- 
sota, Illinois, Pennsylvania, New York 
and New Jersey. On Sept. IS he went 
overseas with the Fourth Pioneers and 
upon their arrival " the 
outfit 
was 


broken up into replacement units atLe 
Mons and Sergt, Hart was ordered to 
Labafloge and thence to the Argonne 
section where ha became associated 
with the Rainbow Division. 


The Lowell man had 
the 
unique 


honor of being the only sergeant to 
Bo to the front as a replacement man; 
After taking part in the engagements 
of the 42d Division up until the sign- 
Ing of the .armistice 
und 
escaping 


wiihoijt injury, Sergt. Hart became a 
member of the Army of Occupation 
and was stationed at Slngig, halfway 
between Coblenz and Cologne. He had 
an excellent chance to study the coun- 
try and ho couldn't help remarking 
the difference between Germany and 
France. The latter country, especially 
its suburban districts 
seemed un- 


progressive and repelling, 
while 
all 


Germany presented an 
opposite 
ap- 


pearance. 


On March 17. 1919, his unit was re- 


lieved and went from Singig to Brest 
by way of Luxembourg ^t'nd France. It 
arrived In Best April 12 and sailed 
home on the D.S.S. Montana.

employment for discharged soldiers. 


"This is a most laudable effort. How- 


ever, for the general good of-the com- 
munity, work must also be provided 
for civilians as well as discharged soj- 
diers. If there IB not sufficient work 
in the country to give returned soldiers 
steady employment and at the same 
time give continuous .employment 
all other people seeking work, then 
conditions must he so changed that all 
of these people can be taken care of. 
This can best be done by shortening 
the hours of labor. 


"There is no doubt but that in the 


near future many organizations will 
determine that in order to take care of 
all of their members gaining a liveli- 
hood by employment at their trade it 
will be necessary to inaugurate a six- 
hour day. 


"The executive council is directed to 


lend its assistance in the fullest de- 
gree to any organization seeking to 
establish a shorter work day that wll 
provide for the employment of all its 
members. The organization itself must 


necessarily be the judge of what 
should be the length of the work-day 


the industry over which it has ju- 


risdiction.

Sergt. Eli B. Hart Returns 


From 
Overseas 
Service 


With 42nd Division 


Another Lowell hero has returned 


after overseas service with the dash- 
ing 42d "Rainbow" division In 
the 


person ol Sersi. Ell B. Hart, one of 
the' pioneers of tlia old National Guard 
in this city and now a gold-bestriped 
veteran of the world war.- 


Sergt. Hart served with Co. I of the 


167th Infantry In France after being 
transferred from several units and his 
experiences in Germany .and France 
'have been most interesting. 


To • go back to the beginning—Sergt. 


Hart enlisted in Co. K of the old Sixth 
Keglment in 1911—at a ti-me when 
Germans and their preparations were 
not matters of deep American concern. 
When ihe. world war broke out in 1917 
Hart responded and. went 
to New 


Hampshire ' with Co. K 
to - guard 


bridges. Early in April .he returned to 
this city for a recruiting campaign for 
the regiment apd took to Camp Dar- 
ling, Framinghnm, the first' bunch of 
recruits that the Sixth Regiment gath- 
ered for the big conflict. There were 
05 in that bunch. 


In company with Lieut. Master, Ser- 


geant Hart trained these recruits and 
took part in many a recruiting cam- 
paign later. From 
Framingham he 


wont to Westneld with his unit and 
then to Charlotte, N. C., as an instruc- 
tor. 
After several months' duty here 


he was transferred . to Canip Wads- 
Worth, Spartahsburg, S. C., where the 
Fourth Pioneers were formed. 


At this time' he was given an oppor- 


tunity 'to enter the officers' 
training 


tchool at Camp Sevier, S. C. He en- 
tered the camp in May, 1918, but tie 
tollowing month was injured arid com- 
pelled "to remain In the hospital until 
July. Then ha went back to "\Vads- 
vJortb; lacking a. commission 
purely 


through hard luck. 


He was assigned to handle the draft 


men coming to this camp from Minne- 
sota, Illinois, Pennsylvania, New York 
and Sew Jersey. On Sept. IS he went 
overseas with the Fourth Pioneers and 
upon their arrival 
tha 
outfit 
was 


broken up into replacement units atLe 
Sfons and Sergt. Hart was ordered to 
Labadoge and thence to the Argonne 
section where he became associates 
with the Rainbow Division. 


The Lowell man had 
the unique 


honor of being the only sergeant to 
so to the front .as a replacement man. 
After taking part in the. engagements 
of the 42d Division up until the sign- 
ing of the armistice 
and 
escaping 


without injury, Sergt. Hart became a 
member of tho. Army bf Occupation 
and was stationed at Singig, halfway 
between Coblenz and Cologne; He had 
an excellent chance to study the coun- 
try and he couldn't help remarking 
tho difference between Germany and 
Prance. The latter country, especiallj 
its suburban districts 
seemed ,un- 


progressive and repelling, .while all 
Germany presented an 
opposite ap- 


pearance. 


On March 17, 1019, his unit was re- 


lieved and went from Singig to Brest 
by way of Luxembourg and'France. It 
arrived in Best April 12 ami sailed 
home on the TJ.S.S. Montana. Hobo- 
ken was reached April 27 but Sergt. 
Hart was detained at Camp Merritt, 
N. J., for an operation. lie arrived at 
Camp Devens June IS and 
was dis- 


charged Saturday.' Sergt. Hart is 3S
